He advocates the sale 
of: the entire claim of the Government 
net the through line to the highest 
bidder, who, he says, * would offer 
at least # fier cent of the entire amount, 
the Government receiving from $45,000,000 
to $55,000,000. The purchaser is to take all 
Gévernment rights, one United States 
court, presumably the Nebraska digtrict, 
is to have complete jurisdiction of thé sub- 
sequent foreclosure proceedings against the 
whole property, and the sale under the 
foreclosure is to be made to a committee of 
mot less than ten trustees, who, together 
with five Federal Commissioners, will con- 
stitute the corporation. The corporation is 
to be further organized, by them as the 
“Union & Central Pacific Railway Com- 


Senator Thurston says this plan would 
result in a final settlement of the question 
which, has vexed the West for many years, 
and it will be introduced in the Senate in 
the form of a bill framed by him.

HOLDING BACK THE MONEY. 


Large Sums Due Property-Owners for 
Streets and Alleys Opened. 
Realestate men bave been considerably 
exercised for some time over the manner ia 
which damages assessed for the opening of 
Streets and alleys and due to citizens 


through whose property the improvements 
are’ made are handled by city officers 
who, from a mistaken sense of their duty, 
are negligent in the duties tothe tax-payers. 
There are large and small sums of money 
thus due now lying in the city treasury and 


the Comptroller or Auditor that tt is due 
them, and can be had by calling for it at the 
Treasurer’s office 
In the opening 75 alleys and streets prop; 
erty is condemned and benefits and damages 
are assessed, An advertisement is inserted 
in some newspaper and the property owners 
are requested to call aud give an expression 
as to the relative amount of damages or 
benefit. These Commissianers meet from 
day to day, often takiag months, and after 
finishing thelr reports they quietly — 2 
them with the Cireult Clerk, and after a 
given time the Circuit Judge ratines the re- 
port. No one Is advised that this is dane, 
and the interested parties have forgotten all 
about it, until the City Collector notifies 
them by “mail, which is next to a personal 
-motice, that he bas a special tax bill against 
them,and often repeats two or three times. 
The owners of the property are never 
reminded by the Comptrolier or Auditor 
that there is money due them.

Mr. Miller has been endeavoring to 
have the bodies thoroughly dried out in a 
lime kiln near town, but the owner refuses 
the privilege for the reason that it would 
drive off his negro hands; who, like the 
rest of their race, are Very superstitious 
and declare such an act would make the 
kiln haunted.

A Sunday Post-Dispatch reporter visited 
him in the cold and cheerless belfry on 
Wednesday night when the bells were call- 
ing the Pilgrim members to the weekly 
prayer meeting. Away up a dark, narrow, 
winding stairway just beneath the clock 
is the 2 When the chime is not ring- 
ing the stiliness is broken by the resonant 
ticking of the big clock in a case over the 
carilloneer’s head. 

It is no easy work ringing those chimes. 
In summer it is exhaustive and on the cold- 
est winter night there is enough physical 
exercise to produce perspiration. he bel- 
fry is below the clotk-work, above that the 
bells are hung in the tower, and above 
them is the clock face. The carilloneer 
stands in front of a square. enclosed place, 
surmounted WF a music s d. From the 
ceiling are suspended ten wooden rods com- 
municating with the bells above. The rods 
are manipulated by temp handles or shafts 
operating by leverage. The shafts consti- 
tute the keyboard and are arranged in the 
following order: ' 

Eb. F. G. Ab. Fb. C. Db. Eb. F. 

The wooden rods are attached to chains 
in the bell tower, which, running over pul- 
leys, are attached to the clappers of the 
bells, and on sharply depressing the lever 
of any bell, that bell is rung. A spring 
attached to the clapper restores it to its 
place as soon as released. 

It will be seen that by the arrangement 
of the key-Doard only tunes in E flat or A 
flat can be rung, but any number of tunes 
in other keys can be trans to these 
keys. Naturally, too, no tunes can be 
played ot a Wider range than from E flat to 
the F ot the daftave above. But re are 
scores of simple melodies within the octave, 
and the simpler the melody the sweeter it 
sounds on the bells. 

For the most part Mr. Lyman uses the 
music of the church hymnal, 
the single soprano notes. 
necessary to transpose the key he writes 
the music. Chime music is especially pre- 

ared, but it is not much used. Some of the 
evers are supplied with pedals se that set 

eces with chords or accompaniment may 
played, using one foot and both hands 
simultaneously, thus giving control of three 
notes at once. But one trouble is that in 
attempting to play an accompaniment the 
sounds will run together. The single note 
produces the best effect. 

Apparently any one with musical ear 
enough to drum out a one-finger melody on 
A piano ought to be able to manipulate a 
chime, but it is not 80 easy as it looks: 
It requires practice and plenty of it. Bvery 
bell, each beipg of different size and weight, 
requires a different expenditure of force to 
ring, and the art is to exercise just suffi. 
cient force to obtain untformity and clear 
sound. If too violently rung the sound dwells 
too long, producing a discord with the next 
bell rung. If one bell is too lightly touchea 
the effect is spoiled. 5 

It is a singular thing that some of the 
grandest old tunes when played on an or- 
gan, or rendered chorajly, do not sound well 
at all on bells. Portuguese Hymn” rings 
out grandly, and such familiar old tunes as 
Vesper Hymn, Eventide, Duke Street, Ola 
Hundred, sound particularly pleasing. An- 
other difficulty besets the carilloneer. Close 
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as he is to the bells he scarcely hears them. 
The sound goes outward through the open. 
ings in the tower, and does not penetrate 
clearly through the ceiling between the 
belfry and thé bells. Again, the noise made 
by the rods and levers counteracts what 
sounds reach bim, so that he cannot learn 
by ear the e ts he is producing. 
The dells-tnd apparatus require a great 
deal of care. The straps, rods and chains are 
Mable to get out of order and must be close- 
ly watched. Nor is that all. Although shteld- 
ed from the weather, the temperature af- 
fects the bells, and after a time they get 
out of tune. They have to be’ tuned just as 
a piano has at intervals. How many people 
would have an idea how to go abqut tuning 
a bell? Not many, it may be imagined, since 
it is necessary to send for an expert from a
